A COWBRIDGE 
mother of two is 
in training for a 
remarkable 
challenge - 
running five 
marathons in five 
days to raise 
funds for charity. 

The scenery may be 
exotic - from Miami to 
Key West in Florida - 
but for 41-year-old 
Caryn Savazzi, it is 
going to be every bit as 
tough as it sounds, with 
temperatures set to move 
into the 30s Centigrade! 

Caryn (nee Gwilliam) 
is Cowbridge bom and 
bred, and her 
determination to raise 
significant sums for 
charity comes from two 
recent body blows to the 
community. 

Last October, Tanya 
Floyd died suddenly, 
leaving a husband, 
Mark, and three boys, 
Josef, Elis and Finley - 
all pupils at Y Bont Faen 
Primary. 

Caryn said: “Tanya 
and I were in school 
together from the age of 
seven, and we were life¬ 
long friends. My two 
boys, Jacob and Isaac, 
were friends with 
Tanya’s boys, although 
they went to Ysgol lolo 
Morganwg.” 

Tanya’s death meant 
that many people in the 
community, including 
Caryn, were galvanised 
into charity runs and the 
like. 

It was quickly 
decided to raise money 
for a running track in 
memory of Tanya, and 
work has already started 
on that. 

However, at the turn 
of the year, there was 
another shocking blow, 
when James Powell 
from Llanblethian - 
another fit healthy

adult - also died 
suddenly. 

He left a wife, Sara, 
and three children, 
Henry (eight), Will (six) 
and Eliza (four). The 
two boys and their sister 
all attend Y sgol lolo 


Morganwg. 

Caryn said: “It meant 
that both schools have 
had to cope with a huge 
shock to three of their 
pupils.” 

Caryn had started 
mnning before the two 
tragic deaths. She puts it 
down to a “mid-life

Terformance of council not 
comparative to rise in rates' 


1 UNDERSTAND the frustration 
expressed by Steve Reed in his letter, 
‘Auditor General’s praise for council 
‘rubs very raw’ (The GEM, August 8). 

I’ve taken some time to consider the Auditor 
General’s words and the self-praise from the 
council. 

At the start of the Auditor General’s report the 
highlighted headline says: ‘The council has a clear 
vision of what it wishes to achieve, and is making 
positive changes which should ensure it is well 
placed to continue securing improvement’. 

A few carefully chosen words but like so many 
of us they know what they would like to achieve, 
but I’m not sure the ‘vision’ promises continued 
improvement. 

The gap between ‘vision’ and ‘performance’ is 
very wide indeed. 

The council’s cabinet report converts the 
auditor’s recognition of ‘a clear vision’ to improved 
performance and fails to mention the report’s 
recommendations for ‘balanced reporting’; 
‘focusing performance’ - reporting on the most 
important areas, and the connection between

‘activity and outcomes’. 

Leading councillors are well rehearsed in 
expressing the severe financial constraints upon the 
council but our council tax has been raised by 
about 18 per cent in the last four years and I would 
argue there has not been a comparative 
improvement in performance, despite all the 
irritating boasts, including that the report is ‘robust 
evidence... we are performing efficiently’. 

Steve Reed is right to point out the cuts to 
library services and the massive increase in house 
building in our communities with little evidence of 
investment. I can also recall several very critical 
internal audit reports which never received the 
same ‘pats on the back’ and seem to have faded 
into the ether.

‘A future under the 
EU was uncertain’ 


I BELIEVE that 
over the last 30 
years we have 
become immune to 
the hypocrisy of our 
politicians both at 
local and national 
levels. 

It now appears that 
the only way that ‘EU 
Remain’ campaigners 
can express themselves 
is to emulate our 
politicians. The letter 
last week from Mr 
Delaney is an excellent 
example of this. 

Mr Delaney is - we 
know from previous 
letters - a keen 
supporter of the Welsh 
Assembly. 

Yet he apparently 
feels that our 
democracy is flawed 
when 72 per cent of the 
electorate turn out for 
the Brexit referendum. 

He would do well to 
recall that the turnout 
for the Assembly 
Referenda peaked at 50 
per cent and fell to a 
low of 36 per cent. 

Yet he happily 
accepts the results of 
those referenda. 
Democracy, it appears, 
is fine when the result 
is the one that Mr 
Delaney favours. 

It really is time that 
the EU Remain brigade 
accepted democracy 
and respected the 
wishes of the majority. 

One thing we can 
agree on is that the 
Brexit referendum was 
based on a pack of lies. 
Let’s briefly look at 
some of those lies. 

We were told that if 
we voted to leave the 
EU - not leave, just 
voted to leave, then the 
following would befall 
us... 

Erom the office of 
the PM: If we vote to 
leave then we face the 
prospect of World War 
Three.

referendum levels. 

“Unemployment will 
rise” - we have seen 
unemployment fall 
since the referendum. 

“Our exports will 
collapse” - we have 
seen an increase in the 
levels of exports in the 
latest reported figures. 

“We will face the 
immediate prospect of a 
recession” - this has 
not happened. 

“The EU will refuse 
to trade freely with us”. 
This beggars belief 
given that EU countries 
would see a major 
decline in their 
economies. 

Interestingly Mr 
Delaney then uses mind 
reading skills. He tells 
us that had the 
electorate not listened 
to the lies then the 
referendum result 
would have been much 
different. 

With what can only 
be described as utter 
contempt for the 
intelligence of the 
electorate Mr Delaney 
also tells us that “many 
did not vote because 
they were too confused 
to vote”.

The trust is keen to 
preserve the habitats of 
the UK’s wildlife, be it 
birds and dormice, 
reptiles, insects or fungi, 
and we were 
encouraged to become 
members.

A large number of 
the rare Great Crested 
newt may be found in 
the shallow ponds.

Some 
cattle help to keep the 
grass short and fertilise 
the ground. 

There is an elevated 
hide from which birds 
such as plover and 
lapwing can be

Much work is still being 
carried out by 
enthusiasts.

Huw site is worth a visit 
too, where grassland 
and cliffs make perfect 
nesting sites for many 
different birds.

project comes from the 
UK Government, the 
Welsh Government, BT 
and the EU. 

Rachel Evans, 
director for Wales of 
Countryside Alliance 
(CA) - which has 
mounted a long 
campaign to improve 
rural broadband and 
digital inclusion - also 
welcomed the report, but 
with caveats. 

She said: “It is great 
news that 90 per cent of 
the Vale has, superfast 
broadband, but this is 
not a picture recognised 
by many of my members 
in rural areas who are 
still not connected or 
receive an unacceptably 
slow connection. “ 

Ms Evans gave the 
example of a 
businesswoman and CA 


member in Llancadle. 

“She has a ‘real’ shop 
as well as an online 
store, but has an 
extremely slow 
connection [at 
Llancadle] and struggles 
to connect with her 
customers and suppliers. 

Ms Evans also said 
that she is concerned 
that Superfast Cymru is 
“prioritising customers 
who are easier to 
connect in urban areas”. 

“Another example,” 
began Ms Evans, “is 
Natalie Lewis, who has 
been waiting for a 
broadband connection to 
the family farm in 
Llangan in the Vale for 
more than nine months. 

“BT Openreach has 
failed to get the farm 
connected and the only 
solution offered by the 


provider was to move 
closer to the exchange. 

“This is an absurd 
suggestion for people 
living on and working a 
farm.” 

Superfast Cymru, said 
Ms Evans, seems to be 
failing rural residents 
who are at a 
disadvantage to those 
fortunate to be on a 
simpler installation 
route. 

“In this digital age, 
when we are required to 
do so much online, this 
is unacceptable.”

around the UK. 

It is important, living 
in such near proximity to 
the sea, that we should 
all bear in mind the 
numerous risks and 
dangers present when 
swimming and boating. 
Especially when we 
remember that the RNLI 
have just finished their 
summer-long patrols of 
the Vale’s beaches. 

I want to take this 
opportunity, not only to 
remind everyone to be 
safe while at sea and 
bathing on the beach, but 
to thank the RNLI and 
other lifeguard groups 
for the work they do to 
keep us safe. 

You may have read, 
as I did, of the exploits 
of the RNLI crews who 
recently saved two 
people from the water 
around Llantwit Major 
this August. When you 
consider that these 
people had been swiftly 
swept into the sea from 


Llantwit beach amid 
heavy swells and high 
winds, you have to 
marvel at the ability of 
RNLI crews who made 
it to the scene quickly 
enough to save their 
lives. 

This summer was a 
busy period for the local 
RNLI, with three 
launches in one day for 
the Barry lifeboat crew - 
all of which resulted in 
zero casualties. And 
their increased seasonal 
work is not limited to 
the near coast: there 
have been numerous 
rescues of boat crews in 
difficulty in the Bristol 
Channel with causes 
ranging from severely 
dangerous weather, to 
fires and even mass- 
seasickness. 

We should all be 
grateful to the RNLI for 
allowing us to swim and 
enjoy the water with 
confidence, supporting 
the local community and 


helping to attract visitors 
to our tourist spots. 

We should also not 
forget the work that the 
completely voluntary 
Rhondda Lifeguard Club 
does on Watchtower 
Bay, their 40-stong 
contingent of life savers 
ready to brave the waves 
to help those in 
difficulty. 

Having recently 
visited the Rhondda 
Lifeguard Club, I know 
that they and the RNLI 
believe that 90 per cent 
of lifeguarding is 
prevention. 

That’s why both 
groups endeavour to 
teach children to swim at 
sea. If you would like 
your children or 
grandchildren to be safer 
on the beach, don’t 
hesitate to get in touch 
with either group.

First Welsh tax in almost 
800 years to be introduced 


A NEW Bill, expected to be introduced on 
September 12, will introduce tbe first 
Welsh tax in almost 800 years. 

The Land Transaction Tax and Anti-avoidance of 
Devolved Taxes (Wales) Bill is the first Bill to be 
introduced as part of the Welsh Government’s new 
legislative programme, the tax will be a replacement 
for stamp duty land tax. 

Like stamp duty land tax, land transaction tax will 
be payable on the purchase or lease of a building or 
land in Wales above a certain price. It will affect 
house buyers and businesses, including builders, 
property developers and agents involved in the 
transaction process, such as solicitors and 
conveyancers. 

In 2014-15, £170m was raised from stamp duty 
land tax in Wales, with 55,000 transactions taking 
place. This is expected to rise to £244m by 2018-19. 
If the Bill is passed, land transaction tax will replace 
stamp duty land tax in Wales in April 2018. 

Rates have yet to be announced. 

The Bill sets out the key principles of the new tax, 
including the types of transactions, the procedure for 
setting rates and bands, how the tax will be 


calculated, and what reliefs will apply. It also 
introduces measures to tackle tax avoidance. 

Land transaction tax broadly mirrors stamp duty 
land tax, providing consistency and stability for 
businesses and home buyers in Wales but it 
introduces some changes, which are designed to 
improve efficiency and to reflect what are referred to 
as ‘unique Welsh circumstances and priorities.’ 

Key changes include: 

A new overarching general anti-avoidance rule 
(GAAR) to help prevent and robustly tackle tax 
avoidance; 

A broad targeted anti-avoidance rule (TAAR) 

which applies to all reliefs; 

The exclusion of two reliefs in relation to the 
demutualisation of insurance companies and 
building societies; 

Amendments to some other reliefs so they operate 
better or in a more relevant way to Wales; 

The rent element of new residential leases will be 
exempt from tax under LTT; 

The simplification of rules in relation to leases. 

Finance Secretary Mark Drakeford said: “This is 
an historic milestone in the devolution of tax powers 


to Wales. This Bill marks another step towards the 
creation of taxes which are more suited to the needs 
of Wales and support Welsh public services. 

“This is a tax which affects so many of us. By 
replacing stamp duty land tax with a new made-in- 
Wales land transaction tax, public services in Wales 
will continue to benefit from the revenues raised by 
this important tax.”

Bridgend and Porthcawl 
to join up with the Vale 
for new MP constituency 


A NEW plan to cut 
the number of 
Welsh 
parliamentary 
constituencies from 
40 to 29, will see 
Porthcawl and 
Bridgend joining 
up with the western 
Vale, while the Vale 
constituency will 
replace those lost 
voters by 

swallowing up the 
existing Penarth 
and South Cardiff 
constituency. 

The Ogmore 

constituency will be 
combined with Port 
Talbot to form a new, 
larger constituency. 

At first glance, the 
changes appear fairly 
neutral under the 
traditional Labour - 
Conservative analysis. 
The new constituency of 
Bridgend and the 
western Vale ought to be 
a more marginal seat, as 
the western Vale is 
thought to be more 
Conservative in outlook. 

However, the Eastern 
Vale constituency, where 
Alun Cairns is the sitting 
Conservative MP, looks 
more Labour now, 
having lost the western 


Vale and taking on board 
parts of Penarth and 
South Cardiff - currently 
held by Labour's 
Stephen Doughty. 

Bringing Ogmore and 
Port Talbot together 
looks as if it will be a 
traditional Labour 
banker - unless there are 
seismic political 

changes in the future. 

The Boundary 

Commission for Wales 
on September 13 
published 
comprehensive details 
of its initial proposals 
for a revised 
parliamentary 
constituency map. 

The launch marks the 
start of a 12-week public 
consultation period 
during which the 
Commission is asking 
people to ‘have their 
say’ on the proposals; 
either by submitting 
written representations 
by post or online or by 
making oral submissions 
at one of five hearings 
that will take place 
across Wales. 

The Parliamentary 
Voting System and 
Constituencies Act 2011 
requires a reduction in 
the number of UK 
constituencies from 650 
to 600 and for every UK 
constituency to have an

electorate within the 
range of 71,031 to 
78,507. 

In all bar one case, the 
number of eligible 
voters in each proposed 
new constituency is 
much larger than in the 
current Welsh 

constituencies. 

There are changes to 
every constituency 
contained in the 
Commission's Initial 
Proposals, and some of 
the proposed alterations 
are considerable. 

The Commission 
points out that, while its 
proposals meet the 
statutory criteria, it has 
also taken into account 
other relevant factors 
important to Wales, such 
as: geographical 

considerations, 
including the size, shape 
and accessibility of 
constituencies, local 
government boundaries; 
boundaries of existing 
constituencies and any 
local ties that would be 
broken by changes in 
constituencies. 

Steve Halsall, 

Secretary to the 
Commission, said: “The 
Commission has 


produced a set of initial 
proposals which meet 
the requirements of the 
2011 Act. It has also 
taken into account other 
relevant factors and has 
sought to identify the 
solutions most suitable 
to local needs within 
Wales. 

"I would emphasise 
that these are initial 
proposals and I very 
much hope that 
members of the public 
will participate in the 
process of consultation 
which now begins.” 

Mr Halsall added: 
“Over the next 12 weeks 
people may visit our 
consultation portal, 
write in or email us to let 
us know what they think 
of the Commission’s 
proposals. Whether they 
accept or object, we are 
keen to hear people’s 
views. Where they 
object - particularly 
where they can supply 
counter-proposals - the 
Commission will give 
full consideration and 
may amend its proposals 
accordingly.”

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Varroa mite is an ‘alien 
species’ to bee colonies 


AUTUMN is definitely setting in. 

My inspection of the hives is revealing 
a reduced pattern of egg laying by the 
queens; this is prompting me to check on 
the amount of food stores in each colony 
and to evaluate the varroa mite numbers, 
so that I can assist the bees to prepare for 
the coming winter. 

Two of the colonies are certainly in 
need of a little help, and I can aid them by 
feeding them with liquid sugar made by 
myself, or I can purchase a product that is 
manufactured specifically for honeybees. 

Without a doubt, nectar collected by 
the bees and converted into honey by 
them is a far better way for things to 
proceed. 

However for this to occur there has to 
be a source that the bees can access, and I 
am only too well aware that the forage in 
yAe countryside is just not there anymore. 


Some summer weather has certainly 
aided many pollinating insects to get out 
and about in their search for the means to 
survive, but is no easy task. 

Any beekeeper who decides to feed the 
colonies must do so while temperatures 
are such that the bees can manoeuvre and 
correctly store any offerings, ready for 
winter. 

Should a cold snap occur - ie below 
10° Celsius (50° Fahrenheit) - the bees 
will be very likely comatose and in this 
state they cannot utilise your proffered 
assistance. 

Despite the fact that I am involved with 
three apiaries, the honey crop has not 
been satisfactory; a little honey has been 
taken and extracted, but always it is the 
welfare of the bees that is paramount and 
it would be a gross error to put my needs 
before those of the bees.

The three-times-a-day FlyBe 
flights to London City airport 
operate until October 21 and are 
scheduled to take one hour and 15 
minutes. During the same period, 
the Severn Tunnel is closed as part 
of the rail electrification 
programme. 


Passengers have been warned 
of up to 45 minutes extra on rail 
journey times. The 130-year-old 
Severn tunnel has closed to trains 
for six weeks so rail engineers can 
install more than eight miles of 
electrical equipment. The work is 
to allow the faster, electric trains 
to run. 

Great Western Railway (GWR) 
mainline services will be diverted 
via Gloucester between Newport 
and Swindon, adding about 30 
minutes to journey times. 

Vale MP Alun Cairns, who flew 
on the maiden flight, said: “The 


flights being offered by FlyBe from 
Rhoose to London City Aiport are 
a helpful way of ensuring that the 
Welsh capital, Canary Wharf and 
central London stay connected 
during the temporary closure of 
the Severn Tunnel. 

“I hope we will see an 
expanding range of regional air 
services from London to Cardiff in 
the longer term. We need to make 
it as easy as possible for 
commuters to get here - whether 
by plane, or the faster travel times 
promised by the Crossrail 
upgrade.”

B ritish political 

history is littered 
with the names of 
party leaders who were 
either unwilling or unable 
to agree with the wishes of 
the electorate at the ballot 
box and who proceeded 
with their own agenda 
only eventually having to 
fall on their own sword. 

Our First Minister appears 
likely to have his name added to 
that list. 

The changing political 
landscape of Wales was reflected 
in the Assembly election in May 
with Labour’s representation in 
the Chamber being reduced to 29 
with the loss of the Rhondda, an 
unprecedented rejection of 
Labour in what must be 
described as one of Labour’s 
heartlands, the Liberal 
Democrats losing all their seats 
but one and the emergence of 
UKIP. 

Indeed, our First Minister only 
^survived the first vote on his re- 


election as First Minister with 
the support of the sole Liberal 
Democrat AM. 

Not withstanding this obvious 
diminishing of the authority of 
Labour both within and without 
the chamber, the message given 
by them to the electorate was 
that once again we, the Welsh 
people, had shown our support 
for their policies and leadership.

Since the election, there has 
been little or no progress in 
stimulating our economy in order 
to increase our GDP, which 
remains of great concern, or to 
reduce the financial burden 
placed on our economy by an 
over-sized public sector that for 
a country of our population, is 
simply out of control. 

The referendum on Europe 
was supposedly to be on non¬ 
political lines, but Labour here in 
Wales was constantly 
‘preaching’ the folly of even 
thinking about Wales voting in 
favour of Brexit, and it resulted 
in Wales voting to step out of the 


EU controlled zone. 

Indeed, the old industrial areas 
of Wales where Labour once had 
a stranglehold were the areas 
most in favour of ‘leave’ 
including the Bridgend area 
where our Eirst Minister is the 
AM. 

Unfortunately, our Eirst 
Minister continues to be in 
denial with regard to the decision 
taken democratically by the 
majority of the electorate.

MOTHER’S CALL TO RAISE 
AWARENESS OF SEPSIS

WITH 2,200 deaths 
from Sepsis each 
year in Wales, there 
are calls to raise 
awareness of the 
illness among the 
public and 
healthcare 
professionals to 
ensure people can 
spot the signs of 
this life-threatening 
illness early. 

As part of World 
Sepsis Day (September 
13), Cardiff and Vale 
University Health Board 
has teamed up with UK 
Sepsis Trust to raise 
awareness of this life 
threatening condition 
that arises when the 
body’s response to an 
infection injures its own 
tissues and organs. 

Rebecca Howells’ son 
Sam contracted sepsis 
when he was four years 
old following a bout of 
pneumonia. Sam beat 
the odds and overcame a 
five per cent chance of 
survival, facing brain 
damage, amputation and 
locked in syndrome 
during his illness. 

He is now eight years 
old and has undergone 
nine operations over the 
last four years and is 
now riding his bike and 
taking part in sports 
days. 

There are 10,000 
cases of sepsis in 
children each year of 
which 1,000 will die. 
Rebecca is keen that 


there is more awareness 
of sepsis so no one has 
to go through what her 
family did four years 
ago. 

She said; “Over the 
last four years for me it 
has been evident that the 
amount of information 
readily available on 
sepsis is lacking. I was 
sitting in the doctor’s 
surgery recently and 
there were so many 
leaflets on meningitis 
but nothing on sepsis. 

“We, the public and 
some healthcare 
professionals, are not 
necessarily clued up on 
the signs of sepsis which 
can be caused by any 
sort of bacteria. 

“What I’d like is to 
raise awareness of sepsis 
so that people know the 
signs and know when to 
take action. Spotting the 


signs early could help 
save a child’s life and 
some people 
unfortunately don’t have 
the same outcome that 
Sam had.” 

The signs of sepsis in 
children include 
breathing very fast, a fit 
or convulsion, pale, 
mottled skin, a rash 
which does not fade 
when pressed, and very 
lethargic and cold to 
touch. 

Paul Morgan, 
consultant intensivist 


and sepsis lead at 
Cardiff and Vale UHB 
said: “Across the world 
someone dies of sepsis 
every three-and-a-half 
seconds with deaths in 
Wales hitting 2,200 per 
year. This costs the NHS 
approximately £125 
million. The human cost 
however, is 

immeasurable for those 
who survive sepsis and 
those who are bereaved. 

“Eamilies can be left 
devastated by sepsis, 
whether their loved one 
survives or not. Many 
survivors are left with 
long-term physical and 
psychological damage. 

“The key to 
improving outcomes 
from sepsis is early, 
appropriate, aggressive 
treatment. However, this 
means that the levels of 
awareness and 
knowledge must be 
raised amongst both the 
public and healthcare 
professionals alike.”

The charity says that 
many people in Cardiff 
and the Vale find 
pensions confusing and 
can be put off by 
complex language and 
paperwork, leaving their 
retirement plans to the 
last minute. 

Previous research 
from national Citizens 
Advice shows that one in 
four people (27 per cent) 
with a defined 
contribution pension feel 
they don’t understand 
their pension plan. 

The research also 
finds people aren’t 
checking their pension, 
with just under a quarter 
of people (22 per cent) 
not knowing how much 
was in their pension pot 
and almost one in six 
people (15 per cent) 
checking their pension 
value less than every two 
years. 

Following last year’s 
pension freedoms, people 
who are 55 and over now 
have more options on 
how to take money from 
their defined contribution 
pension. 

The changes mean that 
for the first time you 


have the option to buy an 
annuity (a guaranteed 
income), take an 
adjustable income, cash 
in a lump sum or a 
mixture of these options.

Taking in the rich 
history of Chepstow 


TERRY from 
Penarth and 

District Ramblers 
was joined by a 
group of eight for 
the train journey 
from Cardiff 

Central over the 
border to Chepstow 
on a beautiful sunny 
morning. 

Heading through the 
town and reaching the 
ruined old Port Wall and 
then Gunstock Wharf 
which is renowned for its 
history of shipbuilding, 
just downstream was the 
rebuilt 19th century cast 
iron Chepstow Bridge 
which spans the River 
Wye. 

Beneath their feet a 
colourful ceramic tile 
mural beside the river 
marks the start or 
finishing point of the 
Wales Coast Path, 
depending on whether 
you are starting or 
finishing, and depicts all 
the counties the path 
passes through on its 
870-mile journey from 
Chepstow to Flintshire. 

Returning back into 
the town where the 15 th 
century Priory Church of 
St Mary was constructed 
by the Norman lord 
William FitzOsbern at 
the same time as the 
castle, a climb through a 
residential area led into 
woodland and the 
Bulwark, a 20th century 
residential area named 
after an Iron Age hill fort 
which is known locally 
as The Warren. 

A tunnel below the 
busy M4 followed by the 
circumnavigation of a 
large industrial complex 
led into fields for the 
journey to Mathern 
village and the church 
dedicated to St Tewdrig, 
who was King of Gwent. 

Following victory at 
the battle of Pont-y- 
Saeson near Tintern, 
during which he was 
badly injured, and 
making the journey back 
to Flat Holm in the 
Bristol Channel, Tewdrig 
died and is buried at the 
place where the church 
now stands. 

Crossing onto St 
Pierre Golf Course, fields 


and a railway line on the 
Caldicot Levels led them 
to the grassy banks of the 
River Severn with its fine 
views of both Severn 
crossings on the skyline. 

As this area has the 
second highest tide in the 
world, the area is 
composed of sandbanks, 
mudflats, wetlands and 
salt marshes, which they 
passed as they trekked on 
to reach Black Rock for 
lunch in the picnic area. 

This historic site once 
led the Roman legions by 
boat across the river to 
Chissell Pill near Bristol 
and in more modern 
times is home to ‘Lave 
Net’ fishing using 
traditional Y-shaped nets 
to catch fish on the ebb 
tide. 

Continuing to 

Sudbrook, where most of 
the housing was built for 
the workers and their 

families during the 

construction of the 

Severn Tunnel, and 

passing underneath the 
second Severn Bridge, 
curving its way across 
the river, they returned 
inland to the special 
station that was built on 
the Caldicot Levels at 
Rogiet to serve Severn 
Tunnel Junction before 
boarding the train home.
